I  Inclofe  a  conimifiion  conftituting  you 
itrconjunction  with  the  chief  juftke  Eilf- 
worth  ami  Patrick  Henry,  Efq.  of  Virgi- 
nia, Envoys  Extraordinary,  and  Minifters 
Plenipotentiary  to  the  Trench  republic. 
By  the  prefident's  direction  I  enclofe  for 
your  information  copies  of  his  meffages 
to  the  fenateof  18th  and  251(1  of  March, 
by  the  latter  of  which  you  will  fee  the 
-*  motives  inducing  the  nomination  of  a 
commiffion  for  the  purpol'eof  negotiating 
■with  France,  inftead  of  relling  the  bufi- 
nefs  Wholly  with  you — This  will  doubt- 
lefs  be  agreeable  by  relieving  you  from 
the  weight  of  a  fole  refponfibility  in  an 
affair  of  fuch  magnitude. 

It  is  the  prclidents  defire  that  you  by 
letter  to  the  French  minifter  of  foreign 
relations,  inform  him,  "  that  Oliver  Elll- 
worth,  chief  jultice  of  the  United  States, 
Patrick  Henry  late  governor  of  Virginia, 
and  yourfelf,  are  appointed  Envoys  Ex- 
traordinary and  minifters  plenipotentia- 
ry of  the  United  States  to  the  French  re- 
public, with  full  powers  to  difcufs  and 
fettle  by  a  treaty,  all  controverlies  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  France": 
But  "  that  the  two  former  will  not  em- 
bark for  Europe  until  they  fliall  have  re- 
ceived from  the  executive  directory,  di- 
rect and  unequivocal  affurances,  fignified 
by  their  fecretary  of  foreign  relations, 
that  the  envoys  Qui)  be  received  in  char- 
acter to  an  audience  of  the  directory,  and 
that  they  (hall  enjoy  all  the  prerogatives 
attached  to  that  character  by  the  law  of 
nations,  and  that  a  miaiiter  or  miniiters 
of  equal  powers  fliall  be  appointed  and 
commifiioned  to  treat  with  them."

It  is  with  thegreateft  plcafurc.  that  I 
haften  to  fulfil  the  inft ructions,  which  I 
have  juft  the  honor  to  receive  from  the 
government  of  the  United  States,  of  A- 
jnerica,  by  informing  you  that  the  Prefi- 
der.t  has  appointed  Oliver  Ellfworth, 
chief  juftice  of  the  United  States,  Patrick 
Henry  Ute  governor  of  Virginia,  Van-. 
Murray,  minifter  refident  of  the  United 
States  at  the  Hague,  to  be  envoys  extra- 
ordinary aiid  miniiters  plenipotentiary  of 
the  UnitedStates  to  the  French  republic, 
With  Bill  power  to  difcufs  and  fettle  by  a 
treaty,  all  controverts  between  the  U 
nited  States  and  France:  but  that  the 
two  former  (Mr.  Ellfworth  and  Mr. 
Henry)  will  not  embark  for  Furope,  until 
they  (hall  have  received  from  the  execu- 
tive directory,  direct  &  unequivocal  affu- 
rances  fignified  by  their  minifter  of  fo- 
reign relations,  that  the  envoys  lhall  be 
received  in  character  to  an  audience  of 
the  directory,  and  that  they  fhall  enjoy 
all  the  prerogatives  attached  to  that  char- 
acter, by  the  law  of  nations,  and  that  a 
mihilter  or  minifters  of  equal  powersfhall 
be  appointed  and  coinniiiiioned  to  treat 
with  them. 

I  requelt  you,  citizen  minifter,  to  lay 
this  fubject  before  your  government,  ana 
as  the  diltance  is  fo  great  and  the  obita 
cles  fo  numerous  in  an  Atlantic  voyage, 
that  you  will  favor  me,  as  fpeedily  as 
poffiLJe,  with  the  anfwer  which  is  to  lead 
to  fuch  happy  and  important  confequen 
ces.

29,  containing  the  conimifiion  of  envoys. 

On  the  5th  I  addreffed,  precifely  a- 
greeahle  to  >our  inftructions,  as  I  con- 
ceived, the  enclofed  letter  to  Mr.  Talley- 
rand, the  minuter  of  exterior  relations. 
Ton  will  perceive,  Sir,  that  I  did  not 
think  myfelf  at  liberty  to  go  not  only  not 
out  of  the  commas,  but,  but  beyond  them, 
in  one  word  alone  I  deviated,  in  the  word 
"minifter,  inltead  of  "  fecretary''  of  fo- 
reign relations — n~o  direct  nor  indirect 
and  inofficial  communications  written  or 
verbal  fhall  be  held  by  me  with  French 
agents  on  American  affairs. 

I  accept  the  appointment  which  it  has 
pleafed  the  prelident  to  cloth  me  with 
tinder  a  grateful  fenfe  of  the  high  honor 
conferred  upon  me,  fo  unexpectedly  by 
this  mark  of  his  confidence. — I  may  be 
allowed  to  fay,  that  tho  I  was  deeply  fen- 
fible  of  the"  honor  conferred  by  the 
firlt  nomination,  and  fliall  always  I  hope 
retain  a  molt  grateful  recollection  of  it; 
yet  fir,  the  new  modification  of  that  no- 
mination gave  me  great  pleafure,  always 
conceiving  as  I  thought  I  did,  that  any 
negotiation  with  France  would  be  full  of 
anxieties  and  political  perils  to  the  en- 
voys that  fliould  be  employed  by  our  go- 
vernment, I  had  no  wanes  to  be  engaged 
in  it,  and  no  expectation  that  I  fhould  be: 
To  hav«i  a  fharc  in  it  was  by  me  un- 
fought:  you  will  excufe  this  declaration, 
becaufe  it  was  instrumental  in  certain 
preliminary  Heps  relative  to  the  advances 
of  France,  which  produced  the  bafis  of 
the  appointment.

It  has  a  i* 
long  time  ago  manjfefted  its  intentions  {! 
witli  refpect  to  this  fubject. 

Be  plealed  to  tranfmit  to  your  col- 
leagues, and  accept  yourfelf  the  frank  and 
explicit  affurances  that  it  will  receive 
the  envoys  of  the  United  States,  in  the 
micial  character  with  which  they  are  in- 
veftcd  ;  that  they  fliall  enjoy  all  the  pre- 
rogatives which  are  attached  to  it  by  the 
law  of  nations,  and  that  one  or  more  mi- 
nifters fliail  be  duly  authorifed  to  treat 
with  them.

eveir  thoufand  which  Penfylvania  has 
doni  and  they  will  foon  fee  Augufta  be- 
come a  place  of  confiderable  importance. 
I  am'of  opinion  that  Danville,  or  even 
].e\iii<rt„p,(Keiuucky)are  neater  Augufta 
than  PhtfUrg  is  to  Philidelphi;..  1  here 
:innex  the  diltance  from  Peterfburg  to  ibn 
Crab  Orchard) 

From  the  Crab  Orchad  to  Cumberland 
mountain,  89  miles  ;  from  thence  to  the 


lei  vmg  my  country,  where  the  lcene  of 
operation  is  fardiftant,  and  her  interclts 
call  for  inceffant  and  long  continued  ex- 
ertion. Confcious  as  I  am  of  my  inabrli- 
ly  to  difcharge  the  duties  of  envoy,  &c.

I  am  called,  I  herewith  return  it. 

I  cannot,  however,  forbear  eipreffing 
on  thisoccafion  the  high  fenfe  I  entertain 
of  the  honor  done  111c  by  the  prefident 
and  fenate  in  the  appointment  :— and  I 
beg  of  you  fir,  to  prefent  me  to  them  in 
terms  of  the  molt  dutiful  regard,  alluring

lity,  compel  me  to  abandon  every  idea  of  II  Warm  fprings  81  ;' from  thenc  e  to -the 
Bunker  cburt-houfe  (  N.  ('..  )  Jo  ;  from 
thence  to  Saluda  mountain  38  ;  from 
thencetoPeterfl)urg(.Savannah)oo  miles : 
the  total  but  323  miles.  This  road  was 
originally  laid  out  without  any  fettled  de- 
fign>  and  merely  by  chance,  to'connect  fet- 
tlement  to  Settlement  as  they  took  place, 
and  there  is  not  five  or  ten  miles  in  the 
direction  towards  the  Savannah  river  un- 
til you  crofs  Saluda  river, and  it  appears 
to  me  that  a  ftraight  line  run  front  Dan- 
ville to  Peterfburg  or  Auirufta,  muft  fave 
at  leaft  75  or  90  miles.  I  was  informed 
by  the  Indian  traders,  and  by  the  merch- 
ant^ of  Peterfburg,  that  the'indian  towns 
on  Tenneffee  were  not  more  than  100  or 
120  miles  from  there  ;  and  that  it  can't 
be  more  than  200  miles  to  Dan  ville,  or  e- 
ven  Lexington.  Now  fliould  it  prove  a 
diftance  lefs  than  300  miles,  you  muft  im- 
mediately perceive  the  advantages  it 
w^uldbe  to  thefe  ftates  to  open' a  dire  t 
road  from  Danville,  on  the  out  edge  of 
the  rich  lands,  and  the  centre  of  our  pop- 
illation,  through  the  indian  nation.  (The 
lalt  treaty  fecures  roads  through,  their  ter- 
ritory.) You  can  drive  all  your  beef  and 
pork  to  Augufta. — Should  the  firft  adven- 
turers not  be  able  to  fell,  they  can  barrel 
it  up,  and  take  it  off  directly  to  the  Savan- 
nah or  Charlellon  market,  or  to  the  Weft- 
Indies.  I  have  not  the  leait  doubt  but 
that  Augufta  would  in  feven  years  be- 
come the  g>-eateft  beef  and  pork  market 
on  the  continent.  Your  mercantile  men 
would  alfo  be  benefited.  The  Lexington 
merchants  purchafe  their  goods  in  Phila- 
delphia— waggon  thera  310  miles  to  Pittf- 
burg — boat  them  400  miles  to  I.imeftone 
—waggon  them  again  to  Leiington  65 
miles —  which  in  all  is  385  miles  by  land. 
The  Danville  merchant?  waggon  them  32 
miles  farther — which  will  make 4 17  miles, 
and  the  greater  part  of  your  towns  lying 
from  40  to  50  and  75  miles  do  the  fame. 

I  have  been  informed  that  there  are 
from  10  to  1 200  waggon  loads  of  merchan- 
dize brought  into  your  ftate  and  Cumber- 
laud  yearly  ;  now  if  you  turn  your  atten- 
tion to  the  fouth,  each  waggon  can  take 
one  and  a  half  ton  of  hemp  in  return, 
which  when  laid  down  at  A:\gufta,  will 
besr  in  clear  profits  the  whole  of  the  ex- 
Dences  of  the  tranfportation  of  merchan- 
dize ;  and  fliould  your  merchants  be  able 
to  lay  in  their  goods  as  low  at  Savannah, 
or  Charleftown,  as  in  Philadelphia,  or 
Baltimore,  it  mult  be  greatly  to  their  ad- 
vantage. But  fliould  they  for  a  number 
of  years  ftill  be  obliged  to  purchafe  their 
goods  to  the  northward,  it  would  be  to 
their  advantage  to  (hip  their  goods  in  a 
packet  to  Savannah,  boat  them  up  to  Au- 
gv.fta,  which  can  always  be  done  fummer  or 
winter;  &,then  they  can  tranfport  them  by 
ns  to  any  part  of  the  weftern  coun- 
try. By  this  way,  they  will  meet  with 
more  difpatch,  as  they  have  not  unfre- 
quently  been  detained  three  or  four 
months  by  froft  in  the  winter,  and  by  low- 
nefs  of  water  in  the  fummer.  Tranfpor- 
tation muft  always  remain  high  by  way 
of  Pittfburgh  as  the  back  part'of  Penfyl- 
vania affords  no  back  loading  ;  and  al- 
though file  ha«,laid  out  large  turns  in  the 
turnpike(75  niiles)on  part  of  this  road, 
yet  if  you  open  this  road  to  Savannah  ri- 
ver, tranfportation  on  the  Penfylvania 
road  will  totally  ceafe  in  a  few  years  af- 
ter it  is  done. 

While  I  was  in  your  ftate,  I  reviewed 
your  rope-walks  in  Lexington,  and  another 
near  Eraakfort  j — and  was  informed  that 
there  were  two  others  in  your  ftate  ;  but 
it  is  believed  that  the  price  of  tar,  (2s  6d 
per  gallon)  will  always  prevent  then  from 
being  fuccefsfull.  1  was  alfo  informed 
that  a  col.  Hart,  proprietor  of  the  rope 
works  in  Lexington,  was  fpinning  rope 
yam  for  exportation,  putting  the  yarn  on 
reels  of  5061b.  each.  This  plan  is  dan- 
gzrous,  as  one  drop  or  leak  in  the  boat, 
will  ruin  the  whole  reel.  -  Your  merch- 
ants then,  to  make  their  loads  moft  valu- 
able, might  fpln  this  yarn,  and  good  tight 
waggon  covers  would  take  it  fafe  to  Au- 
guita,  at  which  place  they  might  eftablili 
a  rope  walk  to  lay  the  yarn,  and  tar  might 
be  procured  there  as  W  as  at 
on  the  continent.  '  r

1  he  Tenneflce  bottoms  excel  any  lands 
I  have  ever  feen,  being  extenfive,  lying 
high  and  dry,  cut  of  reach  of  the  river 
floods  ;  the  high  lands  being  fuperior  to  a- 
ny  except .yours  andthe  Cumberland  lands. 
After  a  tirefome  journey,  I  at  hit  arrived 
at  one  of  the  upper  towns  which  lies  on 
t  lie  little  Tenneffee  ;  and  hearing  of  a  gen- 
tleman refiding  in  Knoxville,  arid  it  being 
but  feventy  five  miles  olT,  I  altered  my  j 
courfe  to  that  place,as  I  could  when  there, 
go  through  a  fettled  country  to  Georgia. 

Fixingmybuiinefshere,  I'ftarled  for  the 
warm  fprings,  and  found  myfelf  oj^the 
Kentucky  road  which  the  emigrants  uie 
from  thence.  I  proceeded  on  to  Bunker 
court-houfe,  North  Carolina;  to  Saluda 
mountains,  South  Carolina  ;  from  thence 
to  Peterfburg  on  the  Savannah  river  ; 
from  thence  to  Wafliington,  Wilks  coun- 
ty ;  from  thencetoLouifvillethefeat  ofgo- 
vernment ;  thence  to  the  mouth  of  St.  Ma- 
ry's river ;  thence  along  the  fea-fhore  & 
up  to  Savannah  (town)  and  to  Augufta,  for- 
ty five-miles  from  peterfburg.

It  runs  through  an  ex- 
tenfive and  a  very  rich  and  fertile  coun- 
try, farther  up  the  back  country  fiwn  tho 
lea,  and  has  by  far  the  eafieft  and  beftboai 
navigation.  SouthCarolina,  too  is  equal 
Iv  interefted  in  the  produce  which  comes 
down  the  Savannah  river.  It  is  the  natu- 
ral boundary  of  both  itates,  and  whatever 
will  affect  the  profperity  of  the  one  wil! 
iftecttheprofperityoftheother.  Theland 
on  the  fide  oppofitc  Augufta  is  equalK 
goodfortheeftabiiflimentofatown,  &both 
"aay  be"  connected  by  a  permanent  bridge.

the  mod  favorable  fituation." 

Cries  of  "  Vive  la  Republic,' 
heard  from  every  part  of  the  hail- 
in  a  difcourfe,  celebrates  the  victo 
of  the  French  armies — he  sings  th, 
**'  °f  generals  Buonaparte,  Massen, 
Brujie, — he  finiflies  by  demandig,  th 
Couucil  fhould  declare  that  the  Fren 
my  in  Batavia  have  not  ceai'ed  to  del 
well  of  their  country. 

Oaober  16. 
Buonaparte  paffed  fome  days  at  C 
ca,  where  he  was  vifited  by  the  office 
health,  who  prefented  him'a  certificate' 
difpenfation  from  the  quarantine.  He 
expected  to-morrow  at  the  direcfo 
Tallien  has  loft  an  eve,  and  is  at  MaL«, 
with  many  others  of  the  deported.

(^vincible  afcendence,are  not  moredue  t» 
tjie  glory  of  his  arms,  than  his  profound 
policy. 

The  army  of  the  Grand  Vizier;  will 
not,  probably,  go  into  Egypt.  It  is  pre- 
tended that  the  Porte  intends  to  difmifa 
him,  but  that  he  propofe*  to  declare  him- 
felf  independent,  and  thus  render  himfelf 
mafter  of  Syria  ;  and  to  itifure  the  poffef- 
fion  of  this  vaft  province,  by  a  treaty 
"*yith  the  French  Republic,  by  the  media- 
tion of  the  general  in  chief,  Buonaparte. 

There  is  alfo  in  circulation  another 
verfion  of  this  report.  It  is  faid  that 
Buonaparte  brings  a  treaty  of  peace  with 
the  Grand  Seignior,  and  the  army  of  the 
Grand  Vizier  is. going  to  attack  the  Cri- 
mea, in  the  fouthern  provinces  of  Riiflia.
